She Refuses to Ratify Pirot 
Agreements for Settlement of 
Disputes With Sofia.

Admiral Takarabe, navy Minister, 
informed the Cabinet, according to 
the vernacular newspapers, that the 
Navy Department was seeking 
further light on the intention of the 
British and United States Govern- 
ments in stopping construction and 
would prepare to recommend suit- 
able steps if necessary after the 
situation had been explored. 

In the meantime, it is pointed out 
that Britain and the United States 
merely halted plans for vessels on 
which actual construction had not be- 
gun, whereas work on Japan’s un- 
completed 10,000-ton vessels has pro- 
gressed 30 per cent and upward. 

Should the Anglo-American conver- 
sations reach a stage which requires 
Japanese action, Tokio will have con- 
sidered its course but in the mean- 
time the government does not in-| 
tend to issue a statement.

Zionist Congress, provided that the! 
partnership between the Zionists and | 
the non-Zionists be for a trial period | 
of three years. | 

Leaders of the American non-Zion- | 
ist group seek its withdrawal. | 

An official statement by the) 
British Government was read to the | 
effect that Britain would again 
recognize the Zionist Organization as 
the Jewish Agency in case the con- 
templated “larger Jewish Agency 
should be dissolved. 

Two points in the constitution of 
the Council of the Jewish Agency 


are still open and final agreement 
on them is expected to be reached 
at the session of the Jewish Agency 
Council in Zurich on Aug. 11. They 
concern the manner of the possible 
dissolution of the enlarged Jewish 
Agency and the method of compos- 
ing the Executive which is to be in 
charge of the affairs of the Agency. 
These two matters will have to be 
decided upon for the Zionists by the 
Special Congress Committee of the 
Jewish Agency. 

The Britsh administration of Pales- 





tine was criticized by Vladimir 
Jabotinsky, leader of the Zionist 
opposition. The Zionist executive 


was charged with failure to insist on ' 
the rights of the Zionist organiza- 
tion under the terms of the mandate. 

“The administration of justice in 
Palestine develops a general senti- 
ment that there is no justice,”’ he 
said. 

He then referred to the incidents 
at the Wailing Wall where the 
British police were alleged to have 
interfered with Jewish worshipers 
on the Day of Atonement and termed 
the police’s attitude “‘rowdyism,”” | 
which ‘‘was not imaginable even in 
cezarist Russia.’’

Chairman Piatakov of the State

ests of its clients, creditors and 
stockholders. 
Piatakov declared that the Far 


Eastern Bank carried on important 
operations in financing Chinese home 
and foreign trade, its turnover reach- 
ing 3,500,000.000 gold rubles (about 
$1,750,000,000). Frequent audits dur- 
ing the trouble period between Soviet 
Russia and China were said by him 
to have invariably revealed complete 
legality and irreproachability in all 
its operations.

On July 9 such a corporation was 
formed, known as Press Wireless, 
Inc., and twenty short-wave chan- 

| nels were assigned by the commis- 
|} sion to this corporation for the use 
}of the entire press of the country. 

Immediately thereafter the Univer- 
sal Service Wireless, Inc., appealed to 
the District Court, inasmuch as it had 
on file a request for short-wave as- 
signments with the commission and 
is not a member of the Press Wire 
less, Inc., and it wads this appeal that 
the commission answered today. 

The commission contends that 
there are many reasons why “the is- 
suance of construction permits for 
press public service to one general 
public utility corporation to serve all 
the press, rather than to a number 
of companies organized by and sub- 
sidiary to individual newspapers and 
press associations, is in the public 
interest, convenience and necessity.”’ 

Among these reasons, the commis- 
sion stated that ‘‘it will promote a 
more efficient management of press 
communication, it will prevent an un- 
economic duplication of facilities, 
and it will provide the only means for 
flexibility of frequency use to take 
care of the changing status of im- 
portant news events.”’ 

The commission further contended 
that this arrangement ‘‘will guaran- 
tee neutrality of use and will pre- 
vent the otherwise certain monopoly 
of a subsidiary’s facilities by the 
present newspaper companies, and it 
will avoid congestion on some fre- 
quencies and idlcness on others by 
a proper distribution of traffic.’’ 

The answer of the commission 
stated that ‘‘no rights are vested’”’ 
in the Hearst organization by reason 
of the previous action the com- 
mission as that organization has ‘‘re- 
pudiated said action and refused to 
accept any benefits thereof.” 

The commission stated further 
none of the conditions laid down 
originally by it were fulfilled by the 
press and that ‘‘on June 20 there was 
no possibility of any compliance with 
these conditions, as is shown by the 
repeated refusals of the press to 
agree, particularly in their final pro- 
posal of June 5.”’

‘Special privileges and laxity in the 
guarding of the felons, and not the 
Baumes law, are responsible for the 
recent outbreaks,”’ the Senator de- 
“These outbreaks have re- 
sulted from overcrowded prisons and 
the fact the men are not properly} 
guarded. The institutions were crowd- 
ed long before: the Baumes law be- 
came effective.

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HYLAN NO REPUBLICAN TOOL. 

The Republican managers of this 
city have scorned the Hylan candi- 
dacy for Mayor, yet they have been 
ficuring on making use of it. They 
will not propose him themselves as 
the anti-Tammany candidate, but 
they expect and desire him to run 
independently. And their election ex- 
perts get out their pencils and show 
that if he could get 200,000 votes 
at the election in November it 
would give the Republicans a chance 
of winning with their own ticket. 
It is partly on the basis of such 
calculations that an offer of the Re- 
publican nomination has been made 
to Judge Lewis, and perhaps to 
others. The intimation has been that 
it is not a question of leading a for- 
lorn hope, but of pressing on to vic- 
tory through the diversion created 
by the Hylan forces. 

Mr. HYLAN’S backers now 
through this game, and moved yes- 
terday to head it off. They notified 
the Republican leaders that it will 
not do to reckon too confidently on 
the assumption that the Mayoralty 
election will be a three-cornered con- 
test. If the Republicans wish to 
avail themselves of the Hylan 
strength, there is just one way for 
them to get it—place him on their 
own ticket. That would, to he sure, 
be an amazing exhibition of insin- 
cerity and a close approach to party 
suicide in this city, but the Hylan 
view is that it is this or nothing. 
The ex-Mavor is willing to play with 
the Republicans, but not to play into 
their hands. The inference is clear 
that if the Republican convention on 
Thursday does not put Mr. HYLAN 
to the front, he will soon place him- 
self at the rear—quitting the field 
entirely. This would be a disappoint- 
ment to him but at least he could 
retire with honor. To stay in the 
fight, after it became certain that 
he could not win, and when the only 
result of his candidacy would be to 
improve Republican chances, would 
not be like the sincere and unselfish 
and high-minded Mr. HYLAN pic- 
tured by his friends.

Sanitary conditions in 
the cell blocks are bad. Probably the 
“sufficient quantity of wholesome 
but inferior food” to which each 
prisoner is entitled under the Con- 
solidated Prisons law is sufficiently 
inferior. A variety of palatable food 
is perhaps the one measure of 
“prison reform” that would be most 
appreciated by the convict, to whom 
the steward is much more than the 
warden. The books on criminology 
and penology, the reports of the 
New York Prisons Survey Commit- 
tee, have dwelt on prison diet, on 
nutrition and its effect in producing 
a more contented state of mind. Yet 
suppose that Clinton and Auburn 
tvere palaces of cleanliness and com- 
parative comfort, and meals well 
cooked and served. Would there be 
no more escapes, no more riots? 

Tae prisoner is bound to try to 
get out. That is his dream. If he 
has only a short sentence, he may 
consent to serve it. It appears from 
the statement of the State Commis- 
sioner of Correction, Dr. KIB, that 
long sentences, products of the 
Baumes laws, have made the pris- 
oners “‘ morose and desperate.” Were 
morose and desperate convicts un- 
heard of before the Baumes laws? - 


| Are there no riots in the prisons of 
‘other States? They occur some- 
|where, we suppose, every year. It 
‘seems hardly time to allow long- 
lsentence convicts to amend our 
‘criminal law because the recurring 
passion for escape manifests itself 
sporadically and the prisoners out- 
|guess the keepers. AS & civilized 
State, even if prison discipline has 
fallen so far behind civilization, | 
New York owes it to herself to | 
afford better housing for her in- 
creasing prison population. 

The special causes, if there were 
any, of the two recent outbreaks 
have yet to be determined. Irrespec- 
tive of them, how rigid is that prison 
discipline which at Auburn allowed 
four convicts to be armed with pis- | 
tols before the assault on the arse- 
nal? Is it so easy as has been re- 
ported to lug dynamite into the 
receiving room or leave it at the 
walls of isolated Clinton? Merely as 
a curiosity and without intention, 
we take this passage from “ Hand- | 
book of American Prisons,” pre- | 
pared by the National Society of | 
Penal Information. The date is 1925: | 

The village of Dannemora is

“THE GREATEST ASSET.” 


It is urged that the forthcoming 
census gather information about the 
marketing of merchandise in order 
to discover and avoid wasteful proc- | 
esses between production and con-| 
sumption. Secretary LAMONT an-| 
ticipates that the result will eventu- | 
ally be the elimination of “ crude, 
“inept, prodigal practices that now 
“levy a toll of tens of millions 
“of dollars annually on the purses 
“of our people.” This inquiry, re- 
lating to things palpahle, ponder-| 
able, measurable, should be of im- 
mense benefit, but it cannot be of 
an importance comparable to that| 
of the national stock-taking insti- 
tuted by President HOOVER and Sec-| 
retary WILBUR with regard to the 
processes through which the child- 
hood of America, whose health and 
general welfare are the nation’s 
“ greatest asset,” passes from birth 
to youth and manhood. 

The engineer here concerns him-'! 
self with root problems of democ- 
racy. It will no doubt appear that 
there is great waste due to overlap- 
ping of service in some fields, to 
want of provision in others, to spas- 
modic attempts in still others, to in- 
efficient methods, to ignorant teach- 
ing or treatment, to selfish inter- 
fering, to vainglorious giving and to 
penurious refusal to give. The loss 
of purchasable health, either through 
preventable disease or the failure to 
cultivate good habits, is beyond esti- 
mate. That President Hoover is giv- | 
ing personal as well as official sup- 
port to this movement means that 
it is to be no perfunctory undertak- 
ing. It must depend largely upon 
volunteer activity and private co- 
operation, but it is one of the strik- 
ing features of the new administra- 
tion that men and women with great 
responsibilities are raady to respond, 
even at great personal sacrifice, to 
such calls to service as the President 
makes. 

Unity of effort is the end sought 

not through Federal control, but 
through Federal information and 
such guidance as that offers. While 
it cannot carry with it such specifi- 
cations as the building of a bridge 
or the erection of a dam requires, it 
will give advice as to the best in 
method or content that has any- 
| where come to be. It will place at 
the disposal of the States and munic- 
ipalities and private organizations 
and individuals all the wisdom that 
the nation asa wholg has concerning 
the protection and development of 
the greatest asset of the race.

Should Not Be Confused. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Public opinion should be set right 
on one important matter—the consti- 
tution’ of naval power. So long as 
public opinion misunderstands naval 
power, it cannot possibly understand 
naval parity. 

In public opinion, naval power con- 
isists of fleet power only. Public 
‘opinion does not realize that a fleet 
|must be based on something solid 
and be accompanied by something 
| able to supply it continually with fuel 





lic opinion can easily be made to see, 
| if the fact be pointed ont, that a fleet 
‘alone, without bases and without 
|a merchant marine, would soon be- 
|come like an army cut off from its 
| communications—a helpless thing. 
It is a fundamental principle of 
|naval strategy that naval power is 
made up of three factors, namely: 
| 1. The fleet; to do the actual fight- 
| ing. 
2. The naval bases; to make re- 
| pairs, provide safe anchorages, &c. 
3. The merchant marine, especially 
very large merchant ships; to trans- 
port soldiers, supplies and airplanes;

The fleet is usually considered the 
most important. But it is not neces- 
sarily so, for the simple reason that, 
in any complicated structure, the ele- 
ment found to be the most important 
in certain situations is sometimes the 
weakest. The ancients realized this 
when they made it clear that the 
most important place to hit Achilles 
was his heel, because it was his 
weakest spot. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
lrealized a kindred fact when he 
jwrote ‘‘The Wonderful One Hoss 
Shay.” 
| Now, in our navy, the strongest 
|element is the fleet. It is the least 
vulnerable. But, in the same way 
that a chain is only as strong as its| 
|weakest link, the strength of our! 
navy should not be reckoned by the 
| Strength of our fleet but by the 
strength of our naval bases and of 
our merchant marine. These are im- 
measurably weaker than Britain's. 

This means that if we wish to 
| achieve naval parity with Britain we 
‘must achieve parity in naval bases 
|and merchant marine first. 
| The practical importance of this 
lies mainly but not wholly in the fact 
that if we (the United States and 
| Britain) reduce the fleets only, even 
if we reduce them equally, the Unit- 
|ed States will drop still further below

Mme. Anna Tschaikovsky, who has 
stirred Russian royalists for the past 
seven years by her claim to be the 
daughter of the assassinated Czar 
Nicholas II, will present herself for 
| judical recognition in the Surrogate’s 
Court of New York County in the 
near future, according to F. Dudley 
Kohler of 25 Broadway, counsel for 
the Czar’s mother and thirty-two of 


his uncles, aunts and 
living in Europe. 

Several of these Romanoffs, includ- 
ing the Czar’s sister, the Grand 
Duchess Olga, at first accepted Mme. 
Tschaikovsky as the Czar’s daughter, 
Anastasia, who had somehow man- 
aged to escape when the others of 
the family were assassinated at Ek- 
aterinburg in July, 1918; but now, 
according to Mr. Kohler, they are all 
prepared to deny her identity when 
she applies here in the Surrogate’s 
Court for private letters of adminis- 
tration which would entitle her 
alone, as the Czar’s daughter and 
sole heir, to hunt for any funds or 
assets he may have had in this coun- 
try. The Czar’s millions in New 
York County are reputed to amount 
to about $100,000,000, although they 
have never been located. 

It was for the purpose now of 
forestalling the application of Mme. 
Tschaikovsky for private letters of 
administration, Mr. Kohler admitted 
yesterday, that he attempted to give 


the Czar's estate a real existence and | 


fix it in the hands of the Public 
Administrator by the publication of 
2 legal notice in The Law Journal on 
Monday, calling on all repositories 
of funds or securities of the Czarist 
régime, to give an accounting to the 
Public Administrator. 

These admissions were made yes- 
terday by Mr. Kohler in explanation 
of the difficulties in which he found 
himself involved with Public Ad- 
ministrator James F. Egan, whose 
name was signed to the legal notice, 
as well as Mr. Kohler’s name with 
the title of counsel to the Public 
Administrator. 

Mr. Kohler said he was ‘‘very em- 
barrassed’’ by the Public Adminis- 
trator’s letter, given to the press be- 
fore it reached him, notifying him, 

You acted without authority; please 
refrain from doing so in the future.’’ 
He said he expected to adjust the 
matter today with Mr. Egan. 

If the Public Administrator does 
not recognize him as his counsel, 
however, Mr. Kohler asserted, he 
cannot proceed, as he planned, in 
the Surrogates’ Court to cite the 
Guaranty Trust and the National 
City Bank to show cause why they 
should not turn over to the Public 
Administratoréa total of $6,000,000 
of Russian State fuhds deposited 
with them by the Czarist Minister 
of Finance. 

Whether or not Mr. Kohler suc- 
ceeds in composing his difficulties 
with the Public Administrator, it was 
stated yesterday at the office of Ed- 
ward H. Fallows of 475 Fifth Ave- 
nue, that proofs of Mme. Tschaikov- 
sky's identity are now being col- 
lected in Europe for her independent 
application.

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MAGNETIC PHENOMENA 
LAID TO BIG SUN SPOT 


Dr. S. B. Nicholson of Mt. Wilson 
Observatory Says Condition Has 
Passed bat Will Retarn. 


Special to The New York Timea. 
PASADENA, Cal., July 30.—Mag- 
netic disturbances which receutly 
have affected scientific instruments 
were due to a large spot which has 


just crossed the face of the sun, 
according to Dr. Seth B. Nicholson, 
Mount Wilson Observatory astron- 
omer. 

According to the astronomer, the 
(ordinary solar magnetic field about 
a sun spot has a value of fifty 
gausses, the unit in which physicists 
measure magnetic intensity, but the 
spot recently observed had a value 
of 4.000 gausses at its core. The 
earth's magnetic field, .he asserted, 
is only one-half a gauss, while ordi- 
nary magnets have fields of more 
than 10,000 gausses. 

The recent sun spot, according to 
Dr. Nicholson, was 33,000 miles long 
and 20,000 miles wide. It appeared 
as a single solar marking, located 
about 16 degrees south of the Sun’s 
equator. On Aug. 12 it will reappear 
and again will cross the sun's merid 
ian two days later, if it survives 
Additional magnetic disturbances 
may be expected at that time, it 
was stated. 

‘‘Magnetic storms do not affect 
weather conditions so far as we know 
at the present state of scientific in- 
guiry,"" Dr. Nicholson said, ‘‘but 
they have a noticeable connection 
with telegraphic communication and 
radio reception. It has been believed 
that they might increase radio static, 
but no foundation for this belief has 
been found.”’

JAPANESE CENTRE 
TO BE OPENED HERE 


5,000 Books and Art Objects 
| Donated and 30,000 Promised 
for Cultare Library. 


Plans to establish a Japanese cul- 
ture centre in America, to be affili- 
ated with the Japanese culture 
centre of Tokio were formulated 
yesterday at a meeting of 
prominent New York financiers and 
persons interested in Japanese af- 
fairs at the Downtown Association. 
Jerome D. Greene of Lee, Higginson 
& Co. was elected chairman of the 
organization committee. 

The meeting yesterday also marked 
the acceptance by the American 
committee of a gift of some 5,000 
books, manuscripts and objects of 
Japanese art, recently contributed 
by a group of interested Japanese in- 
stitutions and individuals, which in- 


cludes a donation of 584 rare old vol- 

umes from the imperial household 
of Japan. The collection has been 

placed in the Columbia University 

Library, which will be the temporary 
home of the organization for the 
next three years, until a permanent 
centre has been established. 

The donors in Japan have provided 
for the minimum expenses involved 
in the custody of the collection for 
three years, and have further given 
jassurance that about 30,000 titles and 
objects of art will be added as soon 
as the American organization has ar- 
ranged for a sufficiently large home 
to receive them. 

The centre is to serve as a popular 
educational institution with the 
single aim of promoting a closer cul- 
tural relationship between America 
and Japan, and as an open forum 
where persons of both nationalities 
may discuss subjects of common in- 
terest.

PARIS, July 30.—The death of 
Charles Louis-Dreyfus, prominent 
French banker, occurred today at 
his home in Ville Davry, after a brief 
illness. He was an officer of the 

Legion of Honor. His age was 55. 


Mr. Louis-Dreyfus was the junior 
partner with his brother, Louis Louis- 
Dreyfus, tn the firm of Louis Drey- 
fus & Co., which has offices here. 
Er. had devoted most of his activities 
to the Parisian headquarters of the 
company, not visiting New York 
since 1900.

Shipped to Aid Kemal Westernize His Land 


that they would have to drop their 
old alphabet of Arabic letters and 
take up a Latin version. The Presi- 
dent explained that he hoped by this 
means greatly to reduce the illiter- 
acy of his people. He has sternly 
forbidden the use of the old alphabet. 

“The Turkish Government has 
been using the stylus and the camel- 
hair brush for centurics,”’ Mir. Zeller 
said, ‘‘but since the adoption of the 
new alphabet so many new shadings 
have been introduced in the writing 
that the government has decided to 
speed up its work by the use of these 
typewriters.”’

TRANSIT LINES BACK MOVE

WILL DRAFT QUESTIONNAIRE 


Project Seen by Officials as Only 
Practical Method of Easing 
Peak Traffic Congestiom 


A tentative plan for staggering the 
working hours of the daytime popu- 
lation of the Grand Central zone, 
estimated at nearly 500,000, was 
adopted unanimously yesterday by 
the stagger plan committee of the 
Forty-second Street Merchants’ and 
Property Owners’ Association. The 
members of the committee were 
guests of George W. 
Sweeney, president of the associa- 
tion, at the Hotel Commodore. 

The plan, presented by C. C. Rose- 
water, editor and publisher of the 
Grand Central Zone Tab, provides 
for splitting the Grand Central 
zone’s population into five groups 
arriving at work at fifteen minute 
intervals from 8:30 to 9:30 A. M. 

Representatives of railroad, com- 
mercial, banking, real estate, city 
transportation and publishing groups 
approved the tentative plan and 
added detailed suggestions. 

The plan provides for the organ- 
ization of subcommittees represent- 
ing allied occupations to obtain 
through questionnaires information 
upon which final action will be 
based. 

Mr. Rosewater explained that the 
business houses of the zone will be 
divided into two groups, one com- 

rising institutions employing 4 
arge number of people which can 
stagger their own employes, and the 
other comprising smaller businesses 
centred in the area. 

Dr. Louis I. Harris, former Health 
Commissioner, suggested that the 
questionnaire be based on one used 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company in 1926. He described the 
work of staggering the city’s popula- 
tion during the 1919 influenza epi- 
demic and pointed out that periodical 
census-taking would be necessary, 
since the population of the zone was 
continually changing. He offered to 
cooperate with the committee. 

Miles Bronson, manager of the 
Grand Central Terminal Building, 
said that suburban traffic into the 
Grand Central Terminal zone had 
about reached the saturation point, 

ointing out that between 6 and 

00 trains enter the Grand Central 
Terminal every day, or a train every 
two minutes. He also said railroads 
entering the terminal and the ter- 
minal corporation itself would be 
glad to cooperate with the com- 
mittee. 

T. H. Whitney, vice president of 
the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Company, told the committee that 
the B. M. T. was interested in the 
stagger plan because it had only a 
certain amount of trackage and a 
certain number of trains that can 
run on that trackage. 

“It is impossible to run more trains 
than we do now during the peak 
hours and we can’t be accused of 
‘packing them in,’’’ he declared. 
‘‘The people pack themselves in. Un- 
fortunately we can’t stand them in a 
line on the sidewark like the Fifth 
Avenue Coach Company can do.”

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Soot From Craft Reduced 70% 
in Trial Run in Harbor With 
Special Carburetor.

An experiment on smoke reduction 
in the harbor yesterday was so suc- 
cessful that Dr. Alonzo Blauvelt, As- 
sistant Sanitary Superintendent for 
Manhattan, pronounced the trial a 
hopeful step forward, and other ex- 
perts said that smoke from the trial 
tug was reduced at least 70 per cent. 
The test was made by F. A. Luks, 
inventor of the Luks smoke carbu- 
retor, which is now in general use in 
Canada, England, France and Aus- 
tralia. 

The new carburetor was,applied to 
tug James B. Dalzell Jr., a 29- 
year-old vessel and one on which the 
new device was necessarily imper- 
fect. Mr. Dalzell, who operates sixty 
tugs in the harbor, said that the 
Luks device should apply better to 


the new tugs, and if experiments 
worked out he would install the car- 
buretor on all his vessels. 

On the trip down the Hudson River 
from West Fiftieth Street the tug 
did not smoke except at infrequent 
intervals. During most of the trip 
all that could be seen coming from 
the funnel was a light cloud re- 
sembling steam, which quickly evapo- 
rated. 

To make the test more comprehen- 
sive, the tug nosed up to Pier A at 
the Battery and samned against it 
for several minutes, exerting all her 
available pressure. During 
minutes of extended labor real smoke 
came from the tug for less than one 
minute. The tests were successful, 
even though the damper at the base 
of the hot-air duct 
not working properly 

Dr. Blauvelt said the experiments 
were ‘‘most hopeful’ and Mr. Dalzell 
said he also was pleased. He said he 
had placed the James B. Dalzell at 
the service of Dr.
